Whcrf  I Have  Done  For  the 
Sweet  Pea  World. 


In  1898,  I had  sold  to  several  Eastern  growers  some 
seed,  at  that  time  the  famous  Xmas  Pink  Winter  Sweet 
Pea,  and  the  following  years  Florence  Denzer,  Mrs.  A. 
Wallace  and  many  other  commercial  varieties  which  were 
leaders  for  many  years  until  I developed  the  Winter-Or- 
chid Flowering  type.  From  a small  beginning  of  about 
36  growers,  within  a few  years,  they  now  number  in 
thousands,  each  asking  for  more  seed. 

In  1903  I received  a little  packet  of  the  famous  Countess 
Spencer,  late  flowering  Sweet  Peas,  from  one  grower  in 
England.  In  April  1904  they  began  to  bloom,  and  at  first 
sight  of  the  wavy  type  I at  once  knew  they  would  be 
the  worlds  leaders,  so  I at  once  made  many  crosses  with 
my  winter-flowering  varieties. 

My  efforts  were  well  rewarded,  for  on  March  25,  1906, 
I was  able  to  exhibit  an  excellent  display  of  several  colors 
of  the  Winter-Flowering  Spencers  in  Boston. 

As  it  takes  6 to  8 years  to  develope  any  variety,  true 
to  color,  I was  only  able  to  introduce  about  15  of  them 
in  1910.  Many  of  the  first  introductions  are  still  listed. 

Now  we  have  on  our  ranches  in  Lompoc,  California, 
256  distinct  colors  growing.  From  this  lot  135  are  still 
unknown  to  the  growers,  but  will  be  introduced  within  the 
next  few  years  . 

For  many  years  we  specialized  in  growing  nothing  but 
Winter-Orchid-Flowering  Sweet  Peas,  and  our  efforts  to 
develope  only  the  best  for  commercial  purposes  have 
been  most  successful.  I am  a practical  greenhouse  man 
of  over  50  years  experience,  and  know  exactly  which 
variety,  regarding  color,  stem,  size  and  productiveness 
which  will  meet  the  desire  of  the  grower  and  make  a 
ready  seller.  All  our  efforts  are  on  Winter-Flowering 
Sweet  Peas  only,  so  nobody  can  compare  with  us. 

At  most  all  of  the  big  flower  shows  our  Original 
Varieties  always  receive  the  highest  award,  no  matter  who 
exhibits  them,  or  in  which  part  of  the  world.  They 
are  known  all  over. 

When  we  sell  you  seed  we  are  interested  in  the  success 
you  have  after  planting  them.  We  wish  to  help  any 
grower  who  has  not  had  experience  enough  in  sweet  pea 
growing.  We  will  gladly  answer  and  questions  asked, 
and  how  to  get  the  best  results  and  sailable  flowers. 

We  are  receiving  daily,  numerable  letters  from  growers 
stating  that  seed  bought  from  us  are  the  only  kind 
growen  for  commercial  purposes.

They  should  be  grown  at  about  the  same  temperature 
as  other  sweet  peas  until  buds  begin  to  show,  then 
the  temperature  should  be  raised  gradually.  They 
require  from  ten  to  fifteen  degrees  more  heat  than 
other  winter  flowering  types  or  they  will  not  open. 
Sometimes  they  even  require  a little  help  before  they 
will  open.  A poor  seeder,  necessarily  the  price  will 
always  be  high.

SUGGESTIONS. 


We  are  frequently  asked  which  of  the  Winter  Sweet 
Peas  are  best  for  outdoors.  We  say  any  Winter-Orchid- 
Flowering'  Sweet  Peas  do  well,  much  better  than  the  sum- 
mer or  later  kinds,  as  they  can  be  sown  practically  any 
time  of  the  year  if  the  climate  is  right.  They  begin  to 
bloom  from  55  to  100  days  after  sowing,  according  to  the 
season.  After  many  years  of  experimenting  in  many  states, 
we  found  that  the  talest  growers  are  the  best  for  out  of 
door,  and  we  recommend  the  following  varieties:

Should  any  mistake  occur  by  us,  we  will  return 
the  full  amount  paid  for  the  seed  or  replace  the  same,  but 
we  will  not  be  responsible  for  a failure  caused  by  climatic 
conditions  or  neglect  of  the  grower.  We  are  interested  in 
your  sweet  peas,  even  after  the  seed  has  germinated,  and 
any  questions  will  be  cheerfully  answered. 

Most  of  the  commercial  varieties  will  be  ready  to  ship 
about  the  middle  of  July.  Please  send  your  order  early. 
We  are  usually  sold  out  early  each  year,  and  perhaps  of 
such  varieties  as  you  may  need.  In  case  of  shortage  or 
failure  of  crop  we  will  take  the  liberty  of  substituting  with 
the  best  and  nearest  color,  as  this  list  is  made  out  just- 
before  the  harvest,  and  we  are  not  yet  certain  about  the 
crop.  If  no  substitute  is  wanted  mark  your  order.  “No 
Substitute.” 

Owing  to  the  late  rains  some  of  the  crop  will  be  later 
than  usual.

Short  Commandments  on 
Sweet  Pea  Culture  . . . 

Soak  seeds  in  water  until  soaked  un.  Never  soak  white 

seed. 

1.  Any  soil  is  good  except  heavy  clay  or  too  much  sand 
for  Sweet  Peas. 

2.  Work  the  soil  at  least  18  inches  deep,  2 feet  is  better, 
with  plenty  of  rotten  stable  manure.  Cow  manure  is 
the  best,  use  some  lime  and  crushed  bone. 

3.  Tramp  the  soil  down  firm;  never  plant  in  loose  soil. 

4.  Take  the  hose  and  water  down  to  the  base.  Let  stand 
a few  days  until  moderately  moist. 

NEVER  PUT  THE  SEED  IN  TOO  WET  SOIL. 

5.  Rake  off  the  surface  nice  and  smooth,  make  rows  and 
drop  seed  not  over  two  inches  deep,  and  two  inches 
apart.  Rake  off  again.  DO  NOT  WATER  UNTIL 
ALL  THE  SEED  IS  UP  AT  LEAST  HALF  AN  INCH 
OUT  OF  THE  SOIL.  (Nine-tenths  of  the  failures  are 
caused  by  watering  too  soon).  When  the  seed  is  all  up 
give  a good  soaking  about  once  a week.  It  is  better 
to  keep  moisture  below  than  on  top.  Do  not  plant 
sweet  pea  seed  when  the  weaiher  is  too  hot,  shade 
the  glass  first. 

6.  When  all  the  seed  is  up  thin  to  at  least  6 inches  apart, 
if  outdoors  cover  the  rows  with  old  strips  of  wire  net- 
ting to  protect  the  young  plants  from  birds.  All  birds 
like  the  tender  sweet  pea  shoots  when  just  out  of  the 
ground. 

7.  Look  from  the  start  for  Green  Aphis.  They  are  the 
greatest  enemy.  When  you  discover  any,  take  the 
spray  gun  at  once,  load  it  with  one  part  of  40  per 
cent,  uicotine  and  400  parts  of  water,  if  the  sweet  peas 
are  outdoors,  in  the  greenhouse  1 to  600  will  do  if  you 
spray  them  in  time.  Shoot  any  black  birds  that  are 
around  your  sweet  peas.  They  do  not  pick  on  the 
Aphis  as  many  people  think,  but  they  feed  most  ex- 
clusively on  the  lady  bugs,  w'ho  are  the  greatest  ex- 
terminator of  Aphis.  Protect  all  frogs,  they  feed  only 
on  insects.  Build  them  little  -water  ponds  where  they 
will  propogate  quickly  and  they  will  keep  your  garden 
free  of  insects. 

8.  Give  the  young  plants  good  substantial  supports  so  that 
they  can  climb  from  the  start  and  have  a chance  to 
produce  nice  straight  flowering  stems.  Crooked  stem 
flowers  are  worthless. 

9.  When  the  plants  begin  to  bloom  give  them  liguid 
manure  water  often,  it  will  produce  100  per  cent. 

better  flowers.  Cow  manure  or  a weak  sheep  manure 
solution  is  the  best. 

10.  Pick  daily,  even  the  poorest  flowers;  it  will  lengthen 
the  flowering  season.  Always  keep  the  surface  earth 
loose  to  about  two  inches.  Never  allow  any  crust  to 
form  on  top.
